At the Canadian Northern office, here, 
inguiries are received almost every day 
for prices and samples of the Edmon- 
ton coal, some of the inquiries coming 
from right in the Souris country, ad- 
jacent to the lignite beds down there. 

The outlook for Edmonton coal ‘s 
very bright and before another year 
has passed it will undoubtedly be es- 
tablished in every market from here 
to the great lakes.

He had not been seen since 
last Friday morning. Geo. Stanley, a 
young Englishman, and Jas. Fisher, a 
simple minded young man are under ar- 
rest. Stanley pretended he had bought 
property from Harvie, and was endeay- 
oring to sell the stock and furniture 
for what he could get, explaning Har- 
vie’s absence by saying he nad gone 
to Halifax. 

Halifax, N. S., Feb. 8.—The man 
Stanley who is under arrest in Connec- 
tion with the murder of Freeman Har- 
vie sayshisname is Cavanagh andthat 
he comes from Ireland. The saw with 
which the murderer severed his vic- 
tim’s head from the body was found 
last evening and was taken to Windsor 
and deposited with the Crown Prose- 
eutor. Stanley haif confesses his guilt 
saying he was not the only one to 
blame, but tries to incriminste Fish- 
er and Ed. McCarthy. It is believed 
that Stanley killed Harvie after leading 


Fisher to believe he had bought the 
farm and stock from him.

Winnipeg, Feb. 8._The report of the 
Manitoba Department of Agriculture 
and Immigration was laid on the table 
yesterday by Premier Roblin, It was 
a statistical record of the most pros- 
perous year in the province.

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THE FRANKLIN DIAMOND CASE = 
BEGUN IN THE SUPREME COURT 


Plaintiff tells the Story of Trading Piano for Spurious Gems---Jewelers Tes- 


tify to the Value 


An interesting case is occupying the 
attention of supreme court today. It 
is that in which Geo. Franklin is the 
defendant, charged with selling to A. 
Williamson Tayler, of the firm of 
Weeks & Taylor, of Edmonton, bogus 
diamonds for $500 in payment of which 
he received from Mr. Taylor a piano 
valued at $275 and a note for the bal- 
ance, $225. 

When the court opened, His Lordship 
further reserved judgment in the case 
tried yesterday, of J. B. Johnson, for a 


few days. 

The trial of Geo. Franklin was then 
proceeded with. 

The chief witness, Arthur William- 
son Taylor, was first put in the box, 
He said he went to reside in the board- 
ing-house of the accused on Fifth 
street about the beginning of last De- 
cember with his sister. He ieft short- 
ly after December 7, leaving a piano 
behind. The defendant wished to pur- 
chase the piano, the price of which 
was to be $275. The defendant zaid 
that he had not the cash to pay for 
the piano, but had some very valuable 
Giamonds, which he offered in payment 
and which he said had cost him over 
+500. Witness had said to defendant, 
“The deal might be consumated on 
that basis.” Franklin and his wife 
came down to the ofiice of witness, 
who went to Mr. Nankin’s jeweiry 
store with the jewels. Defendant ex- 
plained to Nankin that he had paid 
$500 for them. Mr. Nankin at that time 
made no test, but examined them with 
a glass, and said that they looked 
first class. Witness gave defendant a 
note for $225. Miss Taylor, sister of 
witness kept the diamonds, until one 
day when Mr. Nankin called at witness’ 
office. The diamonds were iaken back 
to Mr. Nankin’s store, where athor- 
ough test was made, Witness then 
took jewels to Frankiin’s house in 
company with Christopher Lucas, and 
told him they had been tested and 
found to be worth about sixty cenis. 
Witness said that he did not want any 
trouble, but he was not going to be 
imposed upon. Defendant stated again 
that he had paid $590 for the jewels. 
He said he would come down to wit- 
ness’ office in the afternoon and fix the 
matter. Witness recovered the piano 
py legal means. Defendant did not ap- 
pear at the office in the afternoon, 
but witness saw him down town. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Biggar, wit- 
ness stated that the interest which a 
friend had with him in the piano was 
a chattel mortgage for $290. The 
friend had given him instructions to 
dispose of the pianc. Witness said 
when Nankin had given his opinion 
that the jeweis were first class he had 
handed his note over to Franklin for 


$225. 
S. Nankin, the jeweller, was next 
called. Taylor had visited him in com- 


pany with Miss Taylor and Franklin 
and his wife, and was asked by Taylor 
to enderse a note for him, which wit- 
ness refused to do. When the dia- 
monds were brought to him, Taylor 
told him that he had learned from a 
reliable party that the diamonds were 
genuine, and witness, on the strength 
of this statement, did not make a test 
of the jewels. When they were later 
prought back to him by Mr. Taylor, 
he tested them and found them to be 
bogus diamonds, made of glass and 
paste. Cross-examined, witness said 
that the jewels were not genuine be- 
cause they did not give the color of 
the light. He remembered Franklin 
saying that if the jewels were not 
genuine, he would make the people who 
cold them to him give him genuine 


ones. 
Miss Taylor was the next witness 


Mrs. Franklin had expressed the wish 
to the witness to purchase their pianc. 
Mr. Taylor had sent her with a letter 
to the Franklins to settle for the piano 
ash. The Franklins said they would 
rather settie with diamonds as they 
had a great many vaiuable diamonds. | 
[They told witness that they had aring 

ich they had left in the Bank on 
ommerce, and on which they had se- 
eured a $200 loan. They aso showed 
witness two ear-rings, which they said | 
they had purchased for $250 each. Wit- 
ness’ brother accepted the jewels, and} 
gave piano and note for $225 for them. | 
Witness recognized rings produced as | 
those worn by Mrs. Franklin and which }

examined the jewels produced, and said 


they were crystals covered with mer- 
curvy.

The case was resumed this after- 
noon. 

Yesterday afternoon's session of the 
supreme court was taken up with the 
continuance of the trial of J. B. John- 
ston, charged with arson. A good deal 
of contradictory evidence was produced. 
Mr. McDonald in his address to His 
Worship at the conclusion of the evi- 
dence, based his case upon the fact that 


lumber is usually green’ in Al- 
berta yards and that coal oil 
would be necessary to set it 


afire and he stated that it was quite 
apparent that the lumber in Johnston 
& Stewart’s yard haG- been set on fire 
by the use of coal oil. 

His Lordship said that no evidence had 
been produced showing that the lum- 
ber in the yard was green. 


The first witness examined in 
the case yesterday afternoon 
was Eugene Poulin, who keeps 
a shop. at old Vegreville. Poulin 


testified to having sold the accused 19 
gallons of coal oii between the 20th 
and 26th of December last. The accus- 
ei bai taken the oil away in a ten 
gailon keg which he obtained at a ho- 
tel. Accused had ajso purchased a 
watering can which ‘had a leak in the 
bottom. Witness identified the can 
produced as the one he solid the accus- 
ed. Accused said when he bought the 
oil that ‘McLean is out of oil.” He 
said in connection wiih buying the can 
that his floor was always dusty. Cross- 
examined by Mr. Biggar, Poulin said 
he used the can in his store previous to 
selling it to the accused, to sprinkle 
the floor, and had never used it for 
holding oil. 

E. J. Belisle. blacksmith at Vegre- 
ville was next called. He recognized 
the accused as the man who brought 
him the can to have the leak in the 


bottom repaired. 
Pierre Armestoy, keeps a_ livery 
stable at old Vegreville. He drove the 


accused on the evening of 31st Dec. 
to within half a mile of Lavoie. The 
accused then said he was cold and 


would walk the rest of the way. 
Frank Amestoy who keeps a hotel at 
Vegreville, testified to the accused pro- 
curing a keg at his hotel.

Accused had 
plied for $4,000 insurance on his stock 
of lumber, on the return of the ap- 
plication, Mr. Murray had given the 
accused an interim receipt, and ex- 
plained to him that this would be an 
effectual policy for forty days or until 
it was cancelled by the company. Ac- 
cused came to Murray’s office on Jan. 
and gave notice of fire, and asked 
that steps be taken to have damages 
serttled by an appraiser. Accused had 
said the probable cause of the fire was 
sparks from the train.

R. officials in Calgary sant a telegram 
addressed to the acting mayor in Ed- 
menteon. As Mr. Griesbach had left for 
Calgary on the morning of the same 
day they were answered to the effect 
that he was on the train and before 
Mr. Griesbach's arrivei in Calgary he 
was handed a telegram to the effect 
that Mr. Jamieson of the C. P. R. 
wanted to meet him on his arrival. 

In due course Mr. Griesbach met Mr. 
Jamieson and was asked what the city 
proposed to do for the company with 
regard to the high level bridge. Mr. 
Griesbach speaking merely as an indi- 
vidual, stated that as he saw it. the 
city would, after it was informed what 
the bridge was to cost, endeavor to per- 
suade the Dominion and Provincial Gov- 
ernments to undertake a part of the 
cost of the additional expense occas- 
ioned by making it a vehicular and 
foot traffic bridge and failing in that 
or there being a balance which the city 
should equitably undertake, a by-law 
would be submitted. The first thing 
however was to learn the cost. 

With regard te the terminals, Mr. 
Griesbach stated the city’s case, not as 
an official representative, but as he 
interpreted it. He Informed Mr. Jam- 
ieson that the city would co-operate 
with the C.P.R. and all other roads 
and use all due influence in endeavor- 
ing to arrange for a union depot. Be- 
yond that, however, he did not think 
that Edmonton would be justified in 
undertaking to give the C.P.R. any 
grant of land for terminals or any bon- 
us and he did not think that a by-law 
to that effect would pass the  raéte- 
payers. :

In that book there is a full copy 
of the Selkirk Treaty, and a map 
of the lands ceded.

Hudson’s Bay Company to Lord 
Selkirk in 1811, a very small por- 
tion, however, the larger portion 
of the deed is kept out of print. 
The map of the country deeded by 
the Hudson’s Bay Company is 
also kept from the public. The 
map of Selkirk’s estate that 1 am 
sending you should have appear- 
ed in Ex-Governor Morris’ book.

about 152,345 acres of land 
have been granted to said retir- 
ed servants, leaving a balance 
of about 7,303,207 acres to be 
yet distributed among the re- 
tired servants and their descend- 
ants, and we ask that these lands 
be now distributed among the 
wetired servants and their de- 
scendants and also 
Hudson’s Bay company and their 
descendants. It may not be con- 
sidered reasonable to attach an 
blame to the Government of Can- 
ada for the serious blunder thai 
was made in the purchase they 


claim to have made from the 
stockholders of the Hudson's 


Bay company of the the 74,555,- 
520 acres of the Selkirk estate, 
before examining the title; but 
now that the proof is before them 
we trust that we shall be allowed 
the lands that so justly belong to 
us, and we Wish to be clearly un- 
derstood that in the adjustment 
of our claims, no one who is now 
a settler in the old district of As- 
siniboia must be disturbed in his 
possession or his patent set aside. 

Have we any guarantees that 
the Federal gov ernment is in duty 
bound to secure this property to 
us? We have. 

1. On the 6th December, 1869, 
we were assured by the late 
Queen Victoria’s Proclamation 
issued over this country: “That 
all your civil and religious rights 
and privileges, shail “be respect- 
ed, your properties secured to 
you.’ 

2. On the 16th of February, 
1870, Sir John Young, then Gov- 
ernor General ot Canada, in- 
structed His Grace Archbishop 
ache to give us the following as- 
surance : 

“All who have complaints to 
make or wish to express or called 
upon to address themselves to me 
as Her Majesty's Representative 
and you may state with the ut- 
most confidence that the Imperial 
Government has no intention of 
acting otnerwise than in perfect 
good faith towards the people of 
the North West. In declaring 
the desire and determination of 
Her Majesty’s Cabinet, you may 
safely.use fhe terms of the ancient 
formula, “Right shall be done in 
all cases.”

Privy Council at the Court of 
Windsor on the 23rd of June, 
1870, it was declared that Rup- 
ert's Land and the’ North West 
Territories should vecome — part 
of Canada, on the 15th of July, 
1870. Accordingly on the 15th 
of July, 1870, this country be- 
came part of the Dominion of 
Canada. 

4. At Ottawa, vn the 23rd of 
May, 1890, I submitted in writ- 
ing a large number of claims in- 
cluding tke retired servants 
claim, to the Mimister of the In- 
terior, Which were afterwards 
discussed by us, at three inter- 
views Mr. Burgess being also 
present. In dealing with the 
claims, I wrote the Minister as 
follows: 

“The several modes of acquir- 
ing lands before the transfor 
were: 

1. By purchase 1rom Lord Sel- 
kirk, 

2. By grants from 


the one- 


tenth part of Loru Sekirk’s  es- 
tate, reserved for that purpose 
by the deed of 1811. 
3. By purchase from Chief 
Pegius. | 
4. By the Homestead Law of 


Assiniboia.

At the end of the third day the 
Minister informed me that the 
department would consider the 
claims more fully and give a re- 
ply in writing. I then left Otta- 
wa, and on the 11th of June, 
1900, I received a letter from the 
Deputy Minister of the Interior 
in which he wrote as follows re- 
garding the Manitoba Act: 

“All modes of requiring lands 
before the transfer mentioned in 
your letter would appear to be 
covered by the provisions of the 
Manitoba Act, except purchases 
from the Indian Chief Peguis.” 

Have we anything to show that 
Sir George Simpson, attorney for 
the Selkirk executors, ever gave 
retired servants of the Hudson's 
Bay company free grants of land 
in the Selkirk estate? 

Pes. We still have a few of Sir 
George Simpson's certificates for 
lands given gratuitously to re- 
tired servants of the Hudson's 
Bay company. But besides the 
certificates that we hold, the wrii- 
er has to say that when he was 
_eputy Registrar for the County 
of Lisgar, it was his privilege to 
examine applicatiuns made for 
patents by old residents and in 
many instances the settler pro- 
duced a certificate for lands wnat 
had been given by Sir 
Simpson, free of charge, and this 
certificate was sent to Ottawa 
along with the application for a 
patent from the Crown.
